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DECLARATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. S 1.132 

1. I am Professor of Molecular Medicine at the Henry Wellcome Laboratories for 
Integrative Neuroscience and Endocrinology, the University of Bristol, United Kingdom. 

2. I am the inventor named for US patent application no. 09/230,463 . 

3. I have measured the length of 21 nerve roots (i.e. the part of the nerve that connects the 
cell bodies of the DRG to the dorsal hom of the spinal cord) which were harvested from 
the lumbar region of 5 female Sprague-Dawley rats weighing 200-250g. The length of the 
nerve root was then measured using a calibrated graticule and a dissecting microscope 
and the mean length was found to be 1 8.5±0.9 mm (see Exhibit A, attached). 

4. This figure is in good agreement with the findings of Michael et al. (Michael et al. (1997) 
J. Neurosci. 17 8476-8490) who found the nerve root of adult male Wistar rats (200-400g 
body weight) to be 17 mm in length. Similarly, Baba et al. (Baba et al. (1999) J. 
Neurosci. 2 859-867) found the dorsal root to be between 18-20 mm in length in adult 
male Sprague-Dawley rats weighing 300-350g.
